Administration Plans 
Call for Only Fiscal Bills 
To Be Considered in 
Brief Summer Session. 


Legislative observers ringed 
July 10 and October 9 yester- 
day as possible opening dates 
for two extra sessions of Geor- 
gia’s general assembly. 

Proposals for a short “‘rev- 
enue” session next month, and 
a subsequent ‘‘general’’ call in 
October, _were disclosed by 
Governor Rivers as he pre- 


pared to depart for the New® 
York Wofld’s Fair. 

The chief executive, whose “lit- 
tle New Deal” has been crippled by 
revenue shortage, said the split- 
session arrangement was urged by 
administration leaders in the house 
and senate, 

Brief Session. 

“By restricting the first session 

to revenue measures,” the Gover- 


nor explained, “the legislators 
could do this in a brief session; go 
home until after the tobacco mar- 
kets, cotton gathering and market- 
ing, and return to consider mat- 
ters of economy. and other emer- 
gencies that could not be included 
in a strictly revenue session.” 


‘Although the Governor said he: 


had not reached definite decision, 
he hinted strangly he would follow 
this course. Legislative sources 
close. to the administration men- 
tioned July 10 and October 9 as 
likely dates for convening the as- 
sembly. 

These sources said it was hoped 
a sharply restricted call, cover- 
ing only revenue measures and a 
general appropriation act, would 
permit the assembly to conclude its 
work and adjourn before conven- 
ing of the Baptist World Alliance 
in Atlanta July 22-28. The con- 
vention is likely to tax the city’s 
hotels to capacity. 

To Meet Leaders. 

The Governor was expected to 
confer early next week with House 
Speaker Roy V. Harris, Senate 
President John B. Spivey, and At- 
torney General Ellis Arnall on 
preparation of the first call. 

A July session, devoted to reve- 
nue measures, has been urged by 
administration adherents, who 
point to the $8,500,000 deficit with 
which the state is expected to close 
its fiscal year June 30.

said Secretary Robert, “I wrote 
Kennedy. telling him I had been 
urging the elimination of discrimi- 
nating rates long before I became 
secretary of the national commit- 
tee and long before the Roosevelt 
administration began, and that I 
expected to continue doing so.

From Georgia 

Georgia tomato plants grow New Jersey to- 
matoes. Georgia Irish potato seed stock be- 
comes Florida potatoes. Georgia hogs end their 
career as Smithfield hams. All very properly, 
and to the advantage of Georgia farmers, yet 
all to the greater profits of the people of other 
. States. 

This is an old story. The same principle 
works in Georgia industries. Georgia kaolin 
makes the fine china of the Ohio manufactur- 
ers. Georgia cotton cloth goes north to be 
made into the dresses that adorn the women 
of the nation. The list is long. 

The “added value” share of the consumer 
dollar is poured into the pockets of the citizens 
of other states, while the Georgia farmer and 
the Georgia workman now must remain con- 
tent with the pittance which falls as his share 
of the process of bringing natural resources to 
the sales counter of the grocery store, the de- 
partment store or novelty shop. 

Many factors enter into the reasons for this 
condition. Rail rates are one element. Lack 
of training is another. Inadequate financing 
opportunities, still another. Marketing periods 
and practices are also involved. Yet all but 
those dictated by nature can and should be 
corrected. Southern money should be available 
for financing of home industries. Southern 
pressure can correct the inequitable railroad 
situation. Southern education, particularly in 
the vocational field, can and should be estab- 
lished on a more firm foundation. 

Then, Georgia tomato plants would still be- 
come New Jersey tomatoes, but at the same 
time Georgia tomatoes would be known the na- 
tion over as a table delicacy. Georgia pota- 
toes, if distinctive and ably marketed, would 
be as well known as Maine and Idaho potatoes. 
Georgia china would rank with the best. Teach 
the farmer to properly raise, feed and cure 
hams, and it would be necessary to bow not a 
whit to Virginia. Georgia manufactured prod- 
ucts would return wealth to the source of 
wealth. 

When Georgia ends the export of its fertility 
and its brains and its money, then may it be 
expected that the state will assume its proper 
status as one of the wealthiest of these United 
States. It is not the task of a day, or a year, 
or a decade. It is not the task of one man, or 
of 100 men, but of all Georgians. It will call 
for sacrifices, for daring, for risk and intitia- 
tive. But it can and will be done. For the raw 
material is inherent in the soil and the people 


of Georgia.

Object Lessons 

Lon Sullivan, deputy commissioner of the 
state department of public safety, in his state- 
ment praising the current Atlanta Safety Tire 
Week, said that safety crusades would not be 
necessary if every Georgia motorist could 
arrive at the scene of a fatal motor accident 
the moment after the crash occurred. That 
these are true words cannot’ for a moment 
be disputed by any who have, by circumstance, 
been made spectators at a bad automobile 
accident. 

Sullivan expressed it vividly when he said: 
“Tf the automobile owners of Georgia could 
see the gruesome spectacles found at these 
fatal accident scenes—the blood, bones, human 
fiesh, steel and glass ground together—and if 
they could see the tragedy and hear the pitiful 
cries of the injured victims, it would not be 
necessary to call attention to anything so 
commendable and fine as a week set aside 
and dedicated to something that will prevent 
these accidents.” 

Most persons are familiar with that mem- 
orable piece of writing published a year or 
more ago, “And Sudden Death,” which has 
been so widely circulated in pamphiet form 
since its publication as a magazine article. In 
this, too, vivid words, realistic and full of the 
horrible imagery of the actualities of traffic 
accidents, hammered out the message of 
safety. 

It seems unfortunate there are many 
motorists still rolling along the highways 
who need first-hand object lessons in horror, 
‘when not a great deal of imagination is needed 
to conjure up the consequences of carelessness.

Invitation to Catastrophe 

As operation of the Wages and Hours law 
progresses the warnings made, and disregarded, 
at the time it was under congressional debate 
are being confirmed by results. Conceived as 
one more panacea for the nation’s economic 
troubles, the operation of the law itself is forc- 
ing realization it not only fails to benefit labor, 
as was intended, but that labor is the greatest 
sufferer through its workings. Likewise it is 
becoming clear that, instead of aiding in the 
war against economic recession, it is actually 
contributing to the causes which have handi- 
capped the nation. . 

R. O. Arnold, of Covington, president of the 
Cotton Manufacturers Association of Georgia, 
now warns if the proposed 32 1-2 cent minimum 
hourly wage is ordered in the textile industry, 
it will mean 25,000 workers in the cotton mills 
of Georgia will lose their jobs. Many mills will 
not be able to operate under such a wage sched- 
ule and their closing will remove practically the 
entire industrial pay roll in the small towns and 
communities of which they are the center and 
for which they provide the business lifeblood. 


Repercussions from such closing would be 
felt not only throughout all business in Georgia, 
but all over the nation. It would be another 
severe national blew and would hinder the de- 
sired return to prosperity in degree that no man 
can adequately measure. 

There isn’t a mill operator in Georgia who 
would close his plant if it were humanly possible 
to keep running. There is no mill operator who 
would not gladly pay as high wages as possible. 
Yet there is a mathematical limit which is in- 
exorable. When costs of operation exceed reve- 
nue, the time must quickly come when the mill 
must close. No business can operate indefinite- 
ly at a loss. Except, possibly, such as are sub- 
sidized by government funds, collected from the 
taxpayers. 

It was a highly idealistic dream, to increase 
by law the contents of every worker’s pay en- 
velope and to reduce by law the hours of labor 
required to earn that wage. But all laws 
which ignore the fundamental rules of arithme- 
tic, which scorn the natural law of supply and 
demand, cannot work. 

This law, if not quickly modified in enforce- 
ment, will do irreparable harm to the very peo- 
ple it was intended to benefit, the workers. For 
there is but scant comfort in a guaranteed min- 
imum wage, when the worker has neither job, 
wage nor means of sustenance. 

For their own sakes, the workers themselves 
should be the first to demand that reason be 
used in the enforcement of a law that is such 
a threat to their very livelihood. 


Strange Aptitude 

The Japanese aptness for arousing resent- 
ment against themselves from the outside as 
well as within China is no better demonstrated 
than in their repeated, useless bombings of 
foreign churches and missions and their wan- 
ton slaughtering of helpless civilians. Promises 
that the practice would be discontinued appar- 
ently mean nothing. 


On May 28, at Foochow, war planes swooped 
over the city dropping bombs which killed 
and injured innumerable noncombatants and 
destroyed hundreds of buildings of no military 
value. This destructive bombing was preceded 
only a day or two by five other raids—all 
within a‘ few hours—with: similar disastrous 
effects. 

At the same time word came from Putian, 
southwest of Foochow, that the American 
Methodist mission had suffered irreparable 
damage from Japanese naval aircraft. The 
Methodist church, girls’ school and dormitory 
and the teachers’ residence were totally 
destroyed. The only reason, of course, the 
entire personnel was not killed was they fled 
just in time. During the same raid, and there 
seems no reason to doubt the truth of the 
reports, the flyers turned their machine guns 
upon helpless Chinese fishermen, their wives 
and children, huddled for safety into tiny 
river craft. 

On June 9 Japanese air raiders destroyed 
the American church mission at Shihnan in 
Hupeh Province. Luckily no foreigners were 
injured or killed. Their good fortune, however, 
could in no way be attributed to the thought- 
fulness of the raiders. Chinese civilians were 
not so fortunate. The customary quota of 
women and children were killed. 

Thus, slowly but surely, the Japanese are 
building up a feeling of resentment, a hatred, 
not only among the Chinese, but throughout 
the civilized world, which promised restitution 
and apology will not eradicate. It is not a 
human characteristic to forget or forgive the 
murder of wives and children, of brothers and 
sisters, of the wanton destruction of home, of 
church, of religious institutions.

The Italian controlled press is explaining 
these days that during the World War the Italian 
people really were not fighting the German peo- 
ple. The war was against the Hapsburgs, the old 
Austro-German ruling house, it is insisted. 

The idea may be right. Come to think of it, 
we Americans in the World War believed we 
were not fighting the German people, but the 
Hohenzollerns and the war lords. If this country 
should be led now into another war with Ger- 
many we would be fighting not through hate of 
the German people; we would be fighting Hitler 
and his Nazis. Even the French, we suspect, do 
not as a people hate the Germans, as a people. 

In fact, the Germans and the Italians, like the 
French and the English and the Americans, are, 
on the whole, kindly and war-hating peoples. 
The Germans and the Italians, like the others, 
prefer peace and home life and working in the 
gardens and going to the theater and friendly 
companionship. 

It is impossible, if you know anything about 
them at all, to hate a whole people. We hope 
the Italians reading their subsidized press will 
keep that fact in mind and apply it in all direc-

about Sir Ronald Lindsay, who has just finished his last big job as 
British ambassador to the United States. It deals with an incident 
at the White House diplomatic reception held shortly after the Japa- 
nese attack on Sir Hugh Knatchbull Hugessen, the then British am- 
bassador to China. | , 

Sir Ronald was in his usual place at the head of the diplomatic 
line, looking, as usual, monumentally tall and more than monumen- 
tally immobile, and staring, as usual, up at the ceiling. Suddenly a 
member of the Japanese embassy staff trotted up to introduce him- 
self. The other diplomats saw Sir Ronald’s attention attracted by 
the loud, polite Japanese hissing somewhere in the region of the 
Lindsay waistcoat, watched Sir Ronald’s head bend, and heard the 
Japanese saying, between more hisses, how happy he was to meet 
Sir Ronald, and how many English diplomats had been his close 
friends. It even seemed that once, in the happy long-ago, the Japa- 
nese and “Sir Hugessen” had been the coziest of cronies. 

.“Oh—ah—yes,” replied Sir Ronald, vaguely examining the ceil- 
ing again. “Yes. Isn’t it lucky you didn’t kill him?” 


DIPLOMAT AND MAN Both the fact that the story is unique 
and the story itself tell a great deal 


about Sir Ronald. An ambassador of the sort generally described 
as “good will” would have become the subject of scores of anec- 
dotes in nine years in Washington. Sir Ronald was constitutionally 
unable to be a “good-will ambassador,” and probably never wanted 
to anyway. His family—a very ancient Scottish one—is actually 
famous for a certain tribal remoteness from human contacts. For 
example, there’s a legend that he and his father encountered one 
another quite by chance, after a long separation, and that, when 
their greetings were over, the father, who had many sons, placed 
his hand on Sir Ronald’s shoulder and remarked abstractedly, “Let 
me see. Is this Angus, or is it Ronald?” 

And then, besides being withdrawn and contemplative by na- 
ture, Sir Ronald is an old-fashioned diplomat, unaccustomed to the 
public concessions and private conciliations which are required of 
a “good-will ambassador.” The failure to make the concessions and 
offer the conciliations has sometimes generated ill will. 

At the same time, those in a position to know will tell you that 
he has managed his real job, which is to represent his government 
before the government of this country, as efficiently as he man- 
aged the Japanese. He is frank, calm and sensible in negotiation, 
wise in informing his own government as to events here, and held 
in warm affection by men like Secretary Hull, with whom he must 
deal almost daiiy. He has had his hard times, as when prepara- 
tions for the London economic conference sent the entire admin- 
istration into an aimless frenzy of the sort which a man like Sir 
Ronald is least able to understand. No doubt he has occasionally 
been shocked by the unconventional enthusiasms of the President’s 
diplomacy, and perhaps he has shown it, for some New Dealers call 
him over-cold. But essentially, although too much zeal tends to 
distress him, his imperturbability comes from his habit of viewing 
events in a long perspective. 


THE TREATY-MAKER As an individual, Sir Ronald is kindly, 


learned, philosophical and cautious. As 
an official, he is almost oppressively distinguished, having had a 
long and almost uniformly successful career in many posts. He was 
one of the most important British representatives in Egypt in the 
troubled war years. He was the ambassador who healed the war- 
time breach between England and Turkey, and with infinite pa- 
tience negotiated the important Mosul oil treaty. He was at the 
Berlin embassy before he came to Washington. And his service

faced the King of England and 
drank a toast to the friendship 
between this country ahd the Brit- 
ish empire. Most of us can remem- 
ber a time when a President could 
have been impeached. for that— 
not for entertaining the British 
king in the presidential palace of 
the republic, although that would 
have been a grave political error 
at times within the memory of 
men now living, but for drinking 
a glass of champagne. And I 
suggest that the fact that the Pres- 
ident may now openly drink an 
alcoholic beverage without pro- 
voking so much as a speech in 
congress might teach us that some 
of our bitterest furies and preju- 
dices are artificial. 

Warren Harding was compelled 
to conceal his toddy behind a book 
on the shelf and to frequent a little 
hideaway, and Herbert Hoover, not 
an abstainer though a Quaker, 
went up the pole for the term of 
his presidency out of fear or 
respect for a fanatic law which 
cluttered and in some cases cor- 
rupted the courts and made liars 
and hypocrites of many public 
men. A dry congressman, return- 
ing from a junket to Cuba, brought 
his baggage through the customs 
at Key West under the immunity 
of his office and became a laugh- 
ing stock of the country because his 
trunk sprang a leak. Hard-eyed 
men with hatred in their hearts 
haunted Capitol Hill checking the 
records of senators and congress- 
men on one issue, prohibition, 
without regard for their attitude 
on any other problem of the coun- 
try. Agents of the government 
shot innocent citizens dead on the 
mere suspicion that they might 
be transporting a bottle or case of 
some miserable hootch distilled in 
a tin boiler, and a member of the 
United States senate was shot in 
the head by mistake in a pursuit 
of a bootlegger and died horribly 
from the effects of his wound.

€ MOOFr to drink in the pres- 
ence of others even in the home 
of a friend, and sneaked quick ones

It is almost impossible to believe 
now that a people so proud of their 
intelligence and reason ever could 
have permitted themselves to be- 
come so highly inflamed on the 
question; but, nevertheless, it 1s 
true that if any one of the three 
prohibition Presidents had even 
touched his lips to a glass of wine 
or grog in the White House or else- 
where and had permitted that fact 
to become public, a solemn effort 
would have been made to remove 
him from office. 

Yet today Mr. Roosevelt may 
toast the British King in cham- 
pagne, and a Catholic bishop re- 
cently made a gesture of courtesy 
and amity to the leader of the Ku 
Klux Klan, and these incidents and 
the king’s visit are sad reminders 
that people often hate and fight 
at the instigation of ambitious de- 
mons without reasons of their own. 


Hatred On the issue of pro- 

hibition the hatred 
Vs. Anger and malicious cruelty 
of those who .approved poisoning 
and shooting, raids on people’s 
homes and the law of a life for a 
pint, was matched by the anger 
of those who were determined not 
only to break the law but to de- 
stroy it and to humble its support- 
ers, In some sections of the coun- 
try the stranger read warnings on 
the door of his hotel room that the 
police had ‘the right to let them- 
selves in or chop their way in at 
any moment to search for liquor, 
and that he might be sent to prison 
for possessing as little as one drink 
or even on the raiders’ word that 
they smelled alcohol on his breath. 
Travelers on the roads were halted 
by ambuscades and if guilty were 
arrested or permitted to bribe 
themselves free, and yet there 
were great numbers of Americans 
who thought they believed in this 
law as a matter of morals and 
hated as devils all those who broke 
it and in many cases even those 
who merely disapproved it,

On it was played the first baseball game.] We now celebrate a 
very real American centenary... the 1 anniversary of baseball. . 


It always has been.a lot of pleasure to me that this occurred 
during a Democratic administration. Martin Van Buren was Presi- 
dent of the United States. The Republicans, with customary brazen- 
ness, always have insisted they gave us the best things of life but 
it was during the administration of a Democrat that baseball came 
into being. Richard Johnson, a Kentuckian, was vice president. 

The pleasure is marred a bit, however, by the subsequent actions 
of Doubleday. Having invented the national game, the most Demo- 
cratic game with the most democratic crowds, he fell upon evil days.

The first day when the blundering armies, “feeling for one an- 
other,”. locked arms at the small, Pennsylvania town of Gettysburg, 
Abner Doubleday was there as a major general in command of a 
corps. He contributed almost as much toward the final result as 
any other man. There is a statue to him on the field at Gettysburg 
where his troops help set the lines which made it impossible for the 
troops of Lee to win. A very able’man, this Abner Doubleday, the 
stubborn New Yorker. é

Mrs. Rushing Speaks. 

Another speaker, Mrs. L, Bertie 
Rushing, of Glennville, president 
of the Georgia league, urged her 
postmaster colleagues: against a 
“mistaken idea that any old kind 
of service will suffice just because 
we happen to be a part of a system 
with which people must co-oper- 
ate, whether they like it or not.” 

“Such a spirit reflects a shadow 
on the postal service and those 
strivnig to uphold the high stand- 
ard may be the ones to be branded 
by the critic,’ she said. 

Reviewing the year’s work of the

fused Them. 


JERSEY CITY, N. J., June 12.— 
(P)—Backed by the recent su- 
preme court decision denying 
Mayor Frank Hague the power to 
prevent public -assembly, the 
American Civil Liberties Union 


rallied tonight in Journal Square 
from which its speakers had been 
summarily ejected by police in the 


past. 

Heading the list of speakers, So- 
cialist Leader Norman Thomas— 
who was escorted out of the city 
by police when he tried to make a 
speech a year ago—rhetorically 
admonished the people of the city 
that “now the fight is in your 
hands.” 

Thomas spoke before a crowd 
running into the thousands, but 
police in charge declined to esti- 
mate the number. They asserted 
the crowd that spread well out 
into the huge square was “a small 
fraction” of the total that came out 
recently to Hague’s rally in behalf 
of pari-mutuel horse racing. 

“Three cheers for Jersey City 


back in America,” Thomas cried. 


as he began to talk over a public 
address system. “The test still lies 
ahead when the unions start to or- 
ganize. At other meetings there’ll 
be no cameras and no publicity. 
Will the mob do what the law 
can’t do?” 

The supreme court ruled that an 
inclusive Jersey City ordinance re- 
quiring police permits for public 
meetings violated the constitution- 
al rights of freedom of speech and 
assembly. 

Under this and collateral ordi- 
nances, speakers for the Civil Lib- 
erties Union, the Congress of In- 
dustrial Organizations, and other 
groups had been ejected and bar- 
red from speaking, distributing 
handbills and similar activities. 

At the conclusion of the rally, 
Thomas was followed across the 
square by a large crowd, who 
hooted and jeered as he made his 
way to the Hudson Tubes.

WASHINGTON, June 12.—() 
King George of England told 
Presjdent Roosevelt in a telegram 
today that the kindness and cor- 
diality shown himself and his 
Queen in the United States “has 
stirred our hearts.” 

The message, signed “George 
Ri,” reached the President at Phil- 
adelphia, where his special train 
paused on the way back to Wash- 
ington from. West Point. 

The chief executive returned to 
the capital shortly after 7 p. m., 
Atlanta time. 

“To you our host” It ‘concluded, 
“and to the many thousands of 
American citizens who also show- 
ed us such true hospitality and 
such spontaneous courtesy, we 
send our heartfelt thanks and best 
wishes.” 

The King asserted in his mes- 
sage that in Washington, New 
York “and, indeed wherever we 
have been in the United States, 
we have been accorded a recep- 
tion of which the friendliness was 
unmistakable.” 

Almost invariably a communi- 
cation from the -:uler of one na- 
tion to the head of another goes 
through formal diplomatic. chan- 
nels. The fact that King George 
sent his message directly to Mr. 
Roosevelt emphasized again the 
spirit of informal friendliness 
which surrounded their majesties’ 
four-day stay in the United States.

Nearly every adult who achieves 
corpulency after 30 owes his or 
her condition to too much carbo- 
hydrate. Not carbohydrate food as 
it grows, but refined carbohydrate. 
It is possible to fatten up to a lim- 
ited degree on fats and oils, but 
were it not for our enormous na- 
tional per capita consumption of 
sugar and white flour and the 


they are a main ingredient, I be- 
lieve obesity would be as rare 
among people as it is among cattle, 
sheep or horses, 

It is not natural to eat enough 
to bring on corpulence or obesity. 
Animals in their natural state nev- 


er do, except animals, that hiber- 
nate and instinctively store up re- 
serve fat to live on through the 
hibernation. Overeating is the ex- 
planation of corpulence in nearly 
all cases. 

This excessive intake of carbo- 
hydrate may be ascribed to these 
circumstarices, in my opinion: 

1. Items in which refined sugar 
or syrups and refined flour or 
starch are chief ingredients are de- 
lectable, inexpensive, available: to 
everybody everywhere, and so 
easy to eat even when one is not 
hungry. 

2. Perhaps hunger is a demand 
of the body for the essential vita- 
mins and minerals as well as fat, 
protein and carbohydrate material, 
but from long departure from nat- 
ural food and use of denaturized 
food (refined, cooked, sterilized, 
canned, etc.), man, or civilized 
man has lost the instinct for choos- 
ing such essential foods and strives 
to get the needed vitamins and 
minerals by’ eating more of the 
food most available. 

3. It is now well known that 
prolonged deficiency of vitamin B 
complex particularly, such as most 
people on the ultra-refined diet in- 
dicated must have, impairs the 
tone of the muscle wall of the 
stomach. This weakening of the 
stomach is called “gastric atony.” 
In order to attain that vague full 
or satisfied feeling that a healthy 
person gets from a good meal, one 
with gastric atony must eat a larg- 
er quantity of food, because his 
or her stomach is comparatively

A. A quarter of a pound will 
generally last for two months, but 
to be safe, use at least a half 
pound in each trunk or chest.

Will this 
loss of blood be likely to cause a 
setback in his cure? (Mrs. H. M.) 

Answer—No. But the doctor who 
used the blood for transfusion 
must have been in a desperate pre- 
dicament to use blood from a pa- 
tient with tuberculosis. 


Lost a Penny. 

Week ago tomorrow our 2-year- 
old son swallowed a penny. So far 
he hasn’t passed it. We have cut 
down on liquids and give him more 
solids and bread. He seems fine. 
What do you advise. (Mrs. A. P.) 

Answer—Probably the penny 
passed in a fecal mass within 48 
hours. In such cases. do not cut 
down on liquid, but feed the baby 
all the banana, potato and finely 
chopped vegetables the baby will 
eat for two or three days. If you 
still worry, an X-ray examination 
by your doctor would determine 
whether the foreign body is lodged 
anywhere in the alimentary tract.

Three hours after he was taken 
unconscious from the Grant Park 
swimming pool yesterday, James 
Ranson, nine-year-old son of Mr. 


and Mrs. James Ira Ranson, of 
294 Glenwood avenue, S. E., was 
pronounced dead from drowning. 

George I. Simons, city parks 
manager; said the youth jumped 
in deep water and when he failed 
to come up his sister, who was 
near by, gave the alarm. Russell 
Burnett, life guard, leaped into 
the, pool and pulled out the boy. 

Although physicians and rescue 
squads worked on the youth for 
approximately two hours and 45 
minutes, they were unable to re- 
vive him.

STEP TO WIPE OUT 
PROFITS TAX TAKEN 


House Group Votes To Sub- 
stitute Flat 18 Per 
Cent Levy. 


WASHINGTON, June 12.—(/) 
The first formal movt to wipe out 
the remnants of the undistributed 
profits tax was taken today when 
the house tax committee voted to 
substitute for it a flat 18 per cent | 
levy on corporations with net in- 
come of more than $25,000. 

Working rapidly at its first 
closed session on general tax re- 
visions, the tax group—a ways 
and means subcommittee—agreed 
tentatively on that alteration and 
also to continue tax rates on “littie 
business” — corporations making 
$25,000 or less. 

Other major proposals, which 
received tentative tax committee 
approval, would: 

(1) Permit corporations to carry 
over their net operating business

losses for two years, replacing law | 
prohibiting any carryover. 


(2) Repeal the present limita-|5, 


tion of $2,000 on deductions for 
capital losses and substitute the 
following provisions: 

(A) Long-term capital losses— 


than 18 months—could be applied 
in full against ordinary income for 
the same taxable year. 

(b) Short term capital losses— 
those on assets held less than 18 
months—could be applied only to 
short term capital gains, but if 
a short term capital loss exceeded 
the schort term gain then the loss 
could be applied to a short term 
gain in the next year. 

(3) Permit corporations to in- 
crease the value of their capital 
stock, for taring purposes, in 1939 
and 1940, but not to decrease it. 
After 1940, present law would con- 
tinue to apply, that is corporations | 
would be permitted to revalue 
their stock upward or downward, 
every three years, for capital 
stock and excess profits taxation 
purposes. 

(4) Continue for two _ years 
more the present excise or “nui- 
sance” taxes and 3 cent first class 
postage rate, which together yeald 
between $500,000,000 and $600,- 
000,000.
